UR Theolognes Travelling through the Land of the Pro- 
phets, meet ſome fſtraying Texts by the way, which 
ſem ro have no Owner : Thele, as Waifes, they carry to the 
Lord of the Mannor ; but they had better let them lie till 
the right Owners claim them ; Fot by clothing their Lord in 
ſuch Garments as are not fit, they diſguiſe him, rather than 
adern him : And though they may have ſome ſmall Plea of 
Juſtice, yet they can have little for Diſcretion. This they 
make a Lacquey to their Zeal,and their AﬀeSion hereby dege- 
nerates into Fondnels. An iaftance of this is in the Text, of 
The Man wheſe Name is the BR ANC H; foragainſtthe plain 
drift of the Context, The obvious {cope of the whole Prophe- 
cy, and the Point-blans Jud:gitation of the Spirit, they make 
tis Man to be Chiilt, When their Hand is tn, they quickly 
makea M AN a Lord; noting 15 more plain than that he 1s 
a mere Man ; the Spirit puts as it were an Aﬀtriſiron him, 
ſfayinz, The Man, &c. Belides, his Office plainly declares him 
to be tuch, for he is to build, or cauſe to be built a Houſe, and to 
rife out of his Place. Now Chritt Defcends, when he comes and 
not A/cezas, and it would derogate much from his Honour, to 
make him come from Heaven, and engage him in Mortar, for 
the Senſe of a material Building cannot bc be avoided ; for 
otherwiſe, the Incouragement oi the two Prophets, Hzzgaz and 
Zachary wouid be vain.
